“SPELLING BECOMES inter­ 
esting to students when a func­ 
tional approach is used. It would 
appear that a uniform list of 
spelling 
w ords„ taken 
from 
a 
spc ’ling book does not meed the* 
spelling needs of the* students. 
When a student studies lists of 
weirds from a spelling book, he 
may learn to spell 
the 
word 
correctly for a test but fail to 
spell \h e same word correctly 
whc n he uses it in 
a 
social 
studies class. 
This observation 
leads me to believe that a spe’F 
ing vocabulary growing out of a 
need for writing and expression 
is much better. 
“Therefore, the words selected 
for study during a spelling class 
are chosen as follows: They may 
be taken from words the pupils 
will have occasion to use 
in 
language arts and social studies 
classes during the 
week; 
or 
from a careful analysis of pu­ 
pils’ w ritten work during

words the* teacher feels should 
be in 'reduced to the class.

AN ORDINANCE AMENDING CHAPTER 29 
ENTITLED "BUILDINGS”, OF THE MUNICIPAL 
CODE OF ARLINGTON HEIGHTS OF 1929, BY 
ADDING THERETO SECTIONS 684a and 684b. 
BE 
IT ORDAINED BY THE PRESIDENT 
AND BOARD OF TRUSTEES OF THE VILLAGE 
OF 
ARLINGTON 
HEIGHTS, 
COUNT * 
OF 
COOK AND STATE OF ILLINOIS 
SECTION 
I. 
That 
C hapter 
20 
entitled 
“BUILDINGS” of the Municipal Code of A rling­ 
ton Heights of 1929, be and the same is hereby 
further am ended by adding thereto, immediately 
after Section 684, twro sections to be known as 
Section 684a and Section 684b, and which shall 
respectively be and read as follows: 
“Section 684a. 
Architectural Design. W here­ 
as it is universally recognized that m any neigh- 
oorhoods in urban areas have deteriorated in the 
pa>t by reason of poor planning and indiscrim in­ 
ate and unregulated building, a n i by the progres­ 
sive erection of inferior and unsuitable buildings 
in such neighborhoods, and w h t.eas such deter­ 
ioration has been invariably accom panied by a 
drastic reduction in property values and by a de­ 
terioration in conditions of health, sanitation and 
safety in such neighborhoods, ; n j for the p u r­ 
pose of preventing such deter*.i ation and pre­ 
serving unto the owners and icsidents of proper­ 
ty w ithin the Village of Arlington Heights of the 
property values now existent and for the preser­ 
vation and improvement of the e n ding standards 
of health, sanitatio n and safety w ithin the Village 
of Arlington Heights, the following provisions are 
enacted: 
“All new buildings shall be of an architectural 
design suitable for a good subuiban community. 
No perm it shall be issued for any new building, 
or for an im provem ent to an existing building 
which is of such architectural design that the 
same is m anifestly inferior or so radica ly differ­ 
ent as to im pair m arketability or property values 
of existing buildings in the same immediate vi­ 
cinity. 
Free standing buildings and buildings 
fronting on more than one street shall have the 
same m aterial or architecturally harmonious m a­ 
terials used for all exterior walls. Buildings par­ 
tially free standing shall have the same m aterial 
ac architecturally harmonious m aterials used for 
exposed exterior walls and exposed portions of 
exterior walls. 
Nothing herein contained shall 
be held to require the use of more than one m a­ 
terial on any one wall unless more than one m a­ 
terial is used for other exposed walls. 
“In the event a perm it is denied to n y appli­ 
cant by reason of this section, he shall have the 
right to appeal to the President and Board of 
Trustees of the Village of Arlington Heights. Up 


on such appeal being made and after reasonable 
notice to the applicant and to owners and occu­ 
pants of existing buildings in the vicinity, a pub­ 
lic hearing shall be* held by the President and 
Board of Trustees of the Village where evidence 
shall be received from both the applicant and the 
owners or occupants of buildings in the im m edi­ 
ate vicinity of the proposed building. 
A fter re­ 
ceiving and carefully considering such evidence 
if the President and Board of Trustees of the 
Village shall determ ine that the erection of the 
proposed building will detrim entally affect val­ 
ues of adjoining and neighboring properties, they 
shall affirm the denial of the permit. 
If, after 
careful consideration, the President and Board of 
Trustees of the Village shall determ ine that the 
proposed building will not detrim entally affect 
values of adjoining and neighboring properties, 
they shall direct the Building Commissioner to 
issue a permit. 
“The provisions of this section shall not in any 
m anner repeal or abrogate any of the require­ 
ments and provisions contained in said C hapter 
20, entitled “Buildings", of the Municipal Cod** 
of Arlington Heights of 1929 and its several 
am endm ents, but shall be additional and supple­ 
m ental to the other provisions of said chapter 
and the am endm ents thereto”. 
“Section 684b. 
More Than Two Residential 
Buildings In One Block On Same Side of Street 
Prohibited. 
It shall be unlawful for any con­ 
tractor or builder to construct more than two res­ 
idential buildings of the same exterior design on 
the same side of the street in any one block. Two 
buildings of like exterior design, when so con­ 
structed within any one block, may be so erected 
only when they are not adjacent to each other or 
directly across the street from each other.” 
SECTION 2. 
Any person who shall violate 
any of the provisions of these sections, being Sec­ 
tions 684a and 684b, aforesaid, or fails to comply 
w ith any of the requirem ents thereof, or who 
shall erect, construct, alter or repair a building or 
structure in violation thereof, shall be guilty of 
a m isdem eanor punishable by a fine of not less 
than $10 00 nor more than $200.00, and each day 
that such violation is perm itted to exist shall 
constitute a separate offense. 
SECTION 3. 
This Ordinance shall be in full 
force and effect from and after its passage, a p ­ 
proval and publication, as required by law 
PASSED this 17th day of April.

Certified or photostatic copies

p a p e r s 
should be placed in asafe place 
preferably a fire-proof lockbox 
or bank safety deposit vault. 
Service officers of the

cross-section of the U.S. popula­ 
tion. 
The results show that the tot­ 
al dog population of the country 
is approximately 22,000,000 with 
about 17,000,000 families 
own­ 
ing a dog. 
One dog-ovvner in 
four 
has 
more than one dog and over 25 
per cent of the dog-owning fam­ 
ilies use their dog or dogs for 
other purposes than simply as 
a pet — chiefly for hunting, for 
herding and as watch dogs.

There is quite a bit of inter- 1 
est in airplane spraying. The an­ 
sw er to its effectiveness is tim e­ 
liness. The methods of control 
are about as follows in effec­ 
tiveness. 
If all stalks were plowed down 
bv the middle of May. and com­ 
pletely covered there would bt' 
a fair degree of control, 
but 
l some weeds will have them so 
this method is not in the hands 


I of the individual grower. 
The next, th e-b est and most 
effective 
method 
is 
delayed 
planting — certainly after May 
15. best not until May 20. 
A 
survey of 56 farm ers in Cook 
county showed 80‘y serious dam ­ 
age for plantings the first ten 
days of May, 50% May 10-20, 
and about 20% May 20-30, and 
heavy second . brood after June 
I. The second brood does only 
half the damage the first brood. 
"THE 
PROBABILITIES a r e 
farm ers will plant early if con­ 
ditions are right and depend on 
airplane spraying 
for control," 
says Hughes. “They did this last 
year. Most of the field com was 
in by May 15.” 
Natural 
conditions 
can 
con­ 
trol borers. The eggs are ready 
to hatch the fore part of June 
and the borers are tiny worms 
on the leaves eating their way 
towards the stalk. 
If a heavy 
storm should come then, they 
would be washed off and per­ 
ish. Hot dry winds can kill some. 
W ithout these, with early plant­ 
ing and the many times more 
borers this spring than usual, 
there should be a very heavy 
infestation. 
“We should, also, say that we 
I must rem em ber that when the 
I borer moths are flying, eggs are 


I laid on the tallest corn. Corn 
with hill dropped fertilizer gets 


I up quick and catches more eggs 
than other corn. 
Good corn is 
more subject to 
dam age 
than 
poor corn. 
“Farm ers generally 
c a n n o t 
identify the egg masses. We pro­ 
pose in June to have a few field 
meetings to identify egg masses 
and estim ate probable damage," 
says Hughes. 
SPRAYING and dusting is the 
last ditch control method. One 
spray properly placed will con 
trol perhaps half 
the 
borers 
Sweet corn men use four 
to 
five sprays and dusts are about 
as follows—first ground sprays, 
next airplane sprays and ground 
dusts, and airplane dusting. 
A 
heavy rain soon after treatm ent 
tan wash the poison off 
the 
leaves. 
Once borers are in the stalks, 
there is no effective control. 
“Again we emphasize delayec 
planting to May 15-20 as the best 
dates (or If it must be earlier 
leave off the hill dropped fer­ 
tilizer) for effective control. The 
wet cold 
spring 
w eather 
is 
harm less to the worms. 
They 
axe real toughies."
